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PK1: PHANG-NGA TOUR 

FULLDAY TOUR WITH LUNCH (Daily) 
Excursion to Phang-Nga to visit the beautiful lime- 
stone islands, honeycombed with caves and aquatic 
grottoes such as Khao-Pinggan and Tamlod. It was 
the location where the James Bond movie "Man with 
the Golden Gun" was filmed. Visit the unique Panyi 
Island where a whole community of Sea Gypsy live 
on houses built on stilt. 


PK 2: SIMILAN ISLANDS TOUR 
FULLDAY TOUR WITH LUNCH 

& SOFT DRINKS (Daily) 

Similan is a group of 9 islands situated 80 kms. 
northwest of Phuket in the Andaman Sea. It is 
completely undeveloped and therefore unspoiled. 
Coral and fish abound, and the underwater scene is 
undisputedly the best in Thailand. The only human 
inhabitants are the guards of the National Marine 
Park and some sea Gypsies. This fullday tour 
involves longish boat rides both ways, but it is a 
must for diving enthusiasts and nature lovers. 


PK3: PIPI ISLAND TOUR 

FULLDAY TOUR WITH LUNCH (Daily) 
Depart hotel with a drive to the jetty for a boat 
excursion to Pi Pi Island where the crystal clear 
water is absolutely heavenly for swimming and sun 
bathing. A visit to the Viking Cave on Pi Pi Island 
where ancient cave paintings of sailing ships can be 
clearly seen. Inthe cave, bamboo poles are erected by 
concessionaires to collect swallow nests which are 
regarded by the Chinese as highly valued medicinal 
products. 


PK 4: CITY TOUR 

HALF-DAY TOUR (A.M./P.M.) 

This tour takes in most of the wellknown sights on 
the island. A drive through Phuket town in which 
you will see some colonial Portugese buildings. 
Other sights are: the Aquarium, Phuket Hill (where 
you can get a panoramic view of the town), Wat 
Chalong (the most revered temple in Phuket) and 
Rawai Beach where Chao-le, the indigenous people 
of Phuket still keep pretty much within their own 
close community. 


Brief Summary: 

Phuket, Thailand's largest island (approximately 
the size of Singapore) is 867 Km. south of Bangkok 
in the Indian Ocean. The island is blessed with a 
large number of magnificent beaches, hidden caves 
and secluded bays. Phuket probably has the best 
seafood to offer in Thailand. 








SM1: SAMUI SIGHT-SEEING TOUR 


HALF-DAY MORNING TOUR

A drive around Samui Island, visiting Na Muang 
Waterfall, Silangu pagoda, the Big Buddha image at 
Koh Phan, Grand Pa and Grand Ma Rock, Chawaeng 
Beach and souvenir shop at Na Thon.
